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ALBERTA’S LIQUID WEALTH 
Nearly 150,000 barrels of oil were 
blown out of Alberta wells during March, 
driven by the pressure of an incompre- 
hensible volume of natural gas that only 
awaits the ingenuity ef man to find the 
way to turn it into money. 

The production of oil in Alberta and 
public interest in the production of oij are 
proceeding in opposite directions. During 
the past year production has gone steadily 
up, and public interest has gone steadily 
down, That is, if public interest is to be 
measured by the prices of oil stocks and 
the undertaking of new development, 

Of these two factors, production is 
of course the more important. Interest in 
production will revive fast enough when 
times get better, when capitalists recover 
from the attack of ‘cold feet”, and when 
it is once more possible to calmly estimate 
the extent and value of these oil and gas 
resources. 


DOLLAR WHEAT? 


Premier Anderson says negotiations 
are under way which may result in the 
Co-operative Wholesale Society of Great 
Britain agreeing to buy 30,000,000 bushels 
of Saskatchewan wheat per year at a dol- 
lar a bushel, 

If the deal through it will be 
more important for what it signifies than 
for the direct results to the grain growers 
or the grain trade.
